The old body was removed and 
a new one built thereon, which 
carries the portable power pump, 
a large reel of one inch hose, a 
large tank of water, and supplies 
of axes, shovels and pikes. A 
long la§der will be carried on the 
side. e truck is equipped with 
several lamps and electric search 
lights. 

The driver and one member 
can ride in the cab, while the 
truck will carry six additional 
persons on the side seats. It is 
painted a vivid red and on the 
doors of the cab are the initials, 
N. F. F. D. The apparatus which 
was constructed at the garage of 
the Notrhfield hotel, was removed 
this week to a place in the fire 
departments building adjoining 
the town hall and will be ready 
at a moments notice to respond 
to any emergency call. 

Fortunately its equipment is so 
complete that the apparatus could 
supplement the work of the local 
fire department if its service was 
required in a large fire.

ing organisms. Sanitation, as you 
folks know, is a very important 
part of home garden manage- 
ment. Just as soon as you possibly 
can, the thing to do is to get out 
into the vegetable garden or 
among your flowers and clean up 
the leaves, old stalks, and other 
things which have accumulated 
during the winter and burn them. 

Of course, in the vegetable gar- 
den plowing stuff under will help 
control lotsa of the diseases and 
also the insects. 

It is a good idea to go through 
all of your shrubs and your grape 
vines and the like and look for 
diseased and dead branches and 
remove them and burn them or at 
least carry them off to the town 
dump. 

You may not believe it, but lots 
of diseases seem to winter over 
right on your garden tools, so it 
might be.a good idea to disinfect 
them.

Cash income of Mr. and Mra. 
Public in February was $1.04 for 
every $1 a year earlier. This gain 
of four cents on the dollar resulted 
from the following changes per 
dollar: wages up sixteen cents and 
salaries six cents; investment in- 
come was down 29 cents and other 
income was up one cent on the 
dollar. 

Rents were off two cents in Feb-
